J. H. Morran, aajs a writer Id tne Columbus Origin,
I have concluded to ami you a momoranda ol that
and its accompanying events. 1 accompanied tho
expedition into Xennessoo, made tor tbe purpose of
driving back General Uillem's bngado of Fedoral
cavalry. Wo arrived at Ureenvillo tarly in the
evening of the 8d September, J8K1. Greenville la
distant Irom Bull's Gap (General Gllieru't position),
mnitoen mi.os. Ibe General established his lioau
quarter at the houso ot a Mrs. Williams, in the
town ot Greenville.

His own brigade was tent on the road loading- - to
Bodpersvillo, to a point three miles trom Greenwich,
lor the purpose ot getting lorae, and a detachment
of Tennessee cavalry, nix lnuiOrod strong, was
ordered under Colune Brad lord, to enoamD on the
road leading to Bull's Gap, and to picket the road
leading toward the cnomy. 1 his lores was not

because larger number of horses could not
be foraged in that direction. The country between
Greenville and the Gap is hilly and wild and very
poor. Goueral Uillem stated afterward that be re-

ceived Information of the status of affairs about
iireenviiie. at half-na- nino of that night. He im
mediately niovvd bis command in the direction of
Greenville; when aDout live nines irom town no
baited and sent a doiachmont through the woods,
ad sncoeeded In getting on tho flaulc of Bradford's

command; he drove him (Bradford) back from tho
road, leaving It open to Greenville.

A detachment of tour companies of tho Thirteenth
Tennes eo Cavalry was then sent lot ward to chaiuo
the town. They met with no resistance. Tho
square on which Mrs. W.'s bouse is situated (tbe
hou-- s and grounds occupy tho touarc) was sur
rounded Immediately; officers ol tho stall being
aroused by the oouriors. ol whom there were threo
or lour at the front gate, out and wore cap
tured otio bv one General Morgan attempted to
escape through the garden; finding exit in that
direction cut off. he concealed mtnsoil anions: soma
grape vines. He bad no weapon at af, Captain
Rovers having one ol nig nfaois. Air. jounson, a.
A. G.'s clerk, tho other. While tho otlicer of bis
stuff and courier wero logpthor under guard
wnhln twenty yards of his place ot oonocaiinout, no
necessarily beard the questions asued thorn and the
threats made aeamst them.

The quostions were as to his whereabouts the
threats to make them tell his piaco ol ooncealroeiu.
booing that there was no hope ol succes.-lu- l ooucuul-meu- t.

he camo out and surrendered to Captain Wil
cox. Company G, Thirteenth Teuuossoo Cavalry. Ho
had already both ol General M.'s pistols in his pos
session, inis capiaiu sat on nis norso (iioauo uitoen
or twenty othors bad ridden into the gardon, having
broken down the blank tonoo to gut in), and con
versed with tho Goherul and us for some time about
ten or twenty minutes: he then rode oil. In a lew
minutes alter ho lclt a man rode up and presented
bis gun aiN neral Morgan, tho General said: ''For

otrs hrm iI ou't shoot mo lam a prisoner." Tho
gun was 111, Id, nnd the Goneral lelt. Tbe muzzle of
the gun (a' colt's array rifle) was within two tcet of
Morgan's reast when it was discharged : his cloth
ing and b I body were blackened with powder. This
muu tliot? Iismounlod and threw the General's body
across lib I horso, in iront ot tne sauuio, and roue
about to; v shouting. "liere s vour horse tnicl."

Wbenf. l.eneral Gillem rave us permission to go
and atteJFl to General Morgan's body, wo found it
lying in tho road, about one mile Irom the place
where it bad been shot. It was so covered with
mud that we could scarcely recocn.zo it. The ba'l
struck the centre of the breast, about threo or lour

, Inches below its junction with the neck, and camo
out behind the lelt hip bono. Ho met his dcatu as
he met his toes a (hounand times before; there was
no ehrinning not quiver ot a iiervo though he
saw murder in thnt brawny foloi.'s eve. Kentucky
win yet be prouo oi joiiu Aionran ot nis gallant,
dashing life, and fearless death. And in the "land
of sun and Mowers" long will his death be tbe thorao
of song and story. The man who shot him was
named Campbell, of Company G, 13 tu Tennessee
Cavalry. He was promoted to a lieutenancy lor bis
Bravery on tnis occasion.

At Knoxvillo the staff officers were locked up in
iron cages, in a jail, whose windows bad neither
glass nor sash. They had neither change of olo!h-- 1

ing, nor overcoat, nor blankets. These bad all been
taken Irom them. 1 hey were permitted to go into
the prison vara in the day time, and thoy Tiad a dead
lino InAM

We found at Knoxvillo several officers and men of
Morgan's command, who had been taken two weeks
before us. Thoy told us that the soldiers who cap
tured them said that they bad orders not to take
General fliorean anve.

Alter this it was rumored that the soldiers of
General Morgan's command refused to take as pri
soners ot war men belonging to tuo win Tonnessee
Cavalry. General utiicm sent a communication
nnder a flag ot truce to Genoral firockinndge on
this subiect. complaining that some members of tho
13th bad been killed, and stating that be snpposod
it was done In reta'iation for the reported murder of
ueueial Morgan, tie statoa tnat uenorai Morgan
bad been killed in lair ilgnt, and inclosed a copy of
a noto trom captain liogers, ot ueuorai Morgan's
staff, in answer to ono Irom him inquiring into tho
circumstauces oi General morgan's death. (.Rogers
was then a prisoner in ueuorai uiuem's hands

At tho bo. torn ot this note was written, "A truo
copy. A. C. Gillem, Brigadier-General- ." wben
General Breckinridge aiterward attacked and routed
General Gillem wc captured his hoadnuartors. desk.
and pihnto papers, auiong which was tho original
note ot l amain Kogers, altered and amonded to
read as the copy ot General Gillem sent Goueral
Breckinridge, and very different trom tho said oopy.
These papers are still in existence .
